plant. Paul Ixmg, mayor of the village, 
said this is just the beginning since 
several more steps will have to be 
taken before actual construction of the 
facility will begin. 
Federal funds will be used for the 
purpose of construction drawings and 
specifications including an extended 
aereation treatment facility, in­ 
tercepting sewers, a collection sewer, 
and other appurtenances. 
Long and Williamsport’s village 
council recognized the need for a 
sewage treatment plant and began a 
series of steps leading toward the 
ultimate goal. The mayor said he and 
the council members had put a lot of 
work into the project and still had a lot 
to do. He said they had several con­ 
tacts with Harsha throughout the 
planning stages. 
The first step began with an ap­ 
plication to the EPA. I/mg said he and 
council members then had to fill out 
several types of forms and had to meet 
with the EPA authorities several 
times. All of the preliminary con­ 
struction work had to be completed 
before the EPA would consider the 
grant according to Long. The council 
engaged Burgess and 
Niple of 
Columbus to come to Williamsport to 
do the survey work. 
The sewage treatment plant, which 
will serve 875 residents of the village, 
will be located in the city park. 
After the forms were completed and 
the application made, the village had 


to show the EPA authorities how 
financing of the project could be 
handled. Long explained that even 
with the $75,500 grant from the EPA, 
the village will have to come up with a 
matching amount of $25,000. He said 
this amount will have to be sup­ 
plemented with additional funds at a 
later date but not before actual con­ 
struction begins. 
Several alternatives were reviewed 
to supply the village’s share of the 
expenses. It was finally decided by the 
village council that tap fees would be 
the 
best 
solution 
to the 
money 
problems. Thus, tap fees are assessed 
the villagers. Residents paying their 
fees by a date set by council had only to 
pay $100. Residents who put off the 
payment until now must pay $200 and 
the figure rises to $300 for those who 
wait until actual construction of the 
plant begins. 


Advised by Burgess and Niple, the 
council found that these amounts are 
typical of communities the size of 
William sport. The company was 
consulted since it does this type work 
throughout the state. 
Building in Williamsport has been 
frozen due to the problems with the 
sewage. I^ong said after the treatment 
plant is completed, maybe the village 
can grow.

ANKARA, Turkey (A P) — Turkey 
said its armed forces were taking 
control of American bases on its soil 
today in reprisal for the U.S. House of 
Representatives’ decision to continue 
an arms embargo on the Ankara 
government.

accompanied by his plan to phase out 
price controls. 


Unless Congress could override that 
veto, all price controls on oil would end 
on Sept. I and a sharp rise in gasoline 
prices could be expected almost im­ 


mediately. Time is becoming a prime 
factor because Congress is scheduled 
to begin a monthlong recess on Aug. I. 


The new plan offered by Ford would 
roll back the price of “new” U.S. oil, 
now selling for about $13 a barrel, to 
$11.50. That figure would be allowed to 
rise by five cents a month until the 
$13.45 mark is reached within 39 
months. Meanwhile, “ old” oil, now 
selling for a controlled average price 
of $5.25, could rise gradually to $13.45. 


At the end of 39 months, controls 
would disappear completely and the 
price of oil would seek its own level.

Boy Slain 
By Sniper 


BENTLEYVILLE, Pa. (A P)-A 15- 
year-old Cincinnati boy was shot to 
death in a sniper attack here while he 
and his vacationing parents had 
stopped at an ice cream stand for 
refreshments. 
Washington County Coroner Farrell 
Jackson said Sean Armstrong was 
killed instantly by a single shot from a 
.300-magnum rifle, which rang out 
from a hillside across the street from 
the store. 
Police have charged Michael D. 
Kampo, 26, of Bentleyville with 
murder in the shooting, which also 
injured the store’s owner, Louis 
Haddad, 47. 
Jackson said the same bullet that 
passed through Armstrong’s lower 
neck struck Haddad in the hip. Haddad 
was in guarded condition at Washing­ 
ton Hospital. 
According to Jackson, the Arm­ 
strongs had pulled off Interstate 70 in 
their mobile home to take a driving 
break. The youngster was leaning over 
the counter outside the store when he 
was shot. 
While state police refused to give 
any details surrounding Kampo’s 
arrest, Jackson said officers found a 
.300-caliber magnum rifle equipped 
with a telescopic sight under Kampo’s 
bed in a house across the street from 
the shooting scene. 
The bullet traveled about 300 yards, 
state police said. 
Kampo was lodged in Washington 
County Jail. 


ANKARA, Turkey (AP) — Turkey 
said its armed forces were taking 
control of American bases on its soil 
today in reprisal for the U.S. House of 
Representatives’ decision to continue 
an arms embargo on the Ankara 
government. 


Premier Suleiman Demirel and his 
cabinet decided Friday night to 
renounce defense agreements with the 
United States and ordered Americans 
to halt activities at all 20 military 
bases. 


However, a special status was ac­ 
corded the strategic air base at 
Incirlik, where a squadron of 12 U.S. 
Air Force F4 fighters was permitted to 
continue 
operating 
within 
the 
framework of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 
The squadron is the only U.S. 
combat unit in Turkey. The other 
bases are mostly radar stations and 
electronic listening posts along the 
Soviet border. 
In Washington, the Pentagon was 
withholding orders to the 7,000 military 
personnel in Turkey while officials 
tried to determine how far the Turks 
intended to go in limiting American 
use of the bases. 
Embassy sources said messages 
from President Ford and Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger urging 
moderation had been delivered to the 
cabinet while it was in session. The 
decision was seen by diplomatic ob­ 
servers as restrained because it fell 
short of closure of the bases. 
American officials said they were 
studying a Turkish note on the cabinet 
decision, and the full implications of 
the action were not immediately clear. 
Interior Minister Ogizhan Asilturk 
was asked whether the action means 
eventual removal of American per­ 
sonnel from the bases. He replied that 
“the details are to be worked out by the 
Turkish general staff according to the 
needs of the situation.” 
He added, “ We are effectively 
assuming control of all American 
bases.” 
An announcement broadcast over 
the state radio and television while the 
cabinet was in session said Turkish 
armed forces would be in “total con­ 
trol” of the American installations 
today. 
It said the decision was taken in view 


of the fact that existing bilateral 
defense agreements between Turkey 
and the United States are no longer 
valid. The statement specifically 
referred to the refusal of the House of 
Representatives to resume arms sales 
to Turkey.

LISBON, Portugal (AP) — The 
creation of a powerful triumvirate of 
generals to govern Portugal was seen 
today as a victory for the Communist- 
backed premier, Gen. Vasco Gon- 
calves. 
The 30-man Revolutionary Council 
on Friday designated Goncalves and 
two other officers to “ centralize” 
authority and create “ a strong 
political direction.” 
The leftist military is wrestling with 
its worst political crisis since the of­ 
ficers ousted the old fascist regime 15 
months ago. 
An official announcement said the 
Armed Forces Movement decided to 
“ concentrate political and military 
power” in President Francisco da 
Costa Gomes, Goncalves, and the 
commander of the internal security 
forces, Gen. Otelo Saraiva de Carvalho 
— a nationalistic leftist. 
There were reports that several 
council members opposed to Gon­ 
calves, including Foreign Minister 
Maj. Ernesto Melo Antunes, had 
resigned. 


The Ford administration had sought 
a partial lifting of the ban, imposed 
after U.S.-supplied weapons were used 
in last year’s Turkish invasion of 
Cyprus. The invasion of the disputed 
island prompted Greece to pull out of 
NATO’s military activities.

Maloney, R-7 Cincinnati, despite 
Rhodes’ letter, stood alone in op­ 
position. He said he thinks it is “ bad 
government for the state to get into the 
business of operating railroads.” He

be subsidized, and lets the state pick 
up “ back losses, plus interest.” 
With less fanfare, the Senate—as the 
House had done a day earlier—agreed 
to a conference committee report 
clarifying the legality of bingo games 
in Ohio for charitable purposes.

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Common Smut Is Widespread 


By GEORGE HAMRICK

Agriculture 
Common smut or boil smut is found 
wherever com is grown. losses from 
common smut in the Midwest are 
highly variable, ranging from a trace 
up to 6 per cent or more in localized 
areas, and even approaching 100 per 
cent in some individual fields of sweet 
com. It is doubtful whether losses in 
grain yield exceed 2 per cent over very 
wide areas. The number, size, and 
location of smut galls on the plant 
affect the amount of yield loss. Large 
galls on or above the ear are more 
destructive than galls below the ear. 
Galls resulting from detasseling are 
usually small and generally cause 
little damage. 
The relationship between weather 
conditions and the amount and 
severity of common smut is not clear. 
Dry weather generally favors smut; 
and the disease is more prevalent in 
the western Com Belt than in the more 
humid eastern part. It is not known, 
however, if the dry. windv weather 
common 
in 
the 
western 
area 
predisposes plants to infection or 
simply provides better means for 
spread of the fungus. 
Smut is often prevalent on vigorous 
plants grown in soil that is especially 
high in organic matter and nitrogen, 
particularly if applications of barn­ 
yard manure have been heavy. 
Injuries 
due 
to 
hail, 
insects, 
detasseling, cultivation, or spraying 
increase the amount of smut. 
Smut galls are not poisonous to 
animals except as they increase the 
dust content of dry fodder. 
All aboveground parts of the plant 
are susceptible, particularly the 
young, actively growing or embryonic 
com tissue. Symptoms are easily 
recognized. Galls are first covered 
with a glistening, greenish — to 
silvery-white membrane. Except for 
galls on leaves, the interior of these 
galls soon darkens, with the mem­ 
brane rupturing to expose millions of 
greasy to powdery, sooty spores, 
known 
as 
chlamydospores 
or 
teliospores. Galls on leaves seldom 
develop beyond pea-size, becoming 
hard and dry without rupturing. Early 
infection may kill young plants, but not 
often. 
The time interval between infection 
and the formation of mature galls 
varies from 1 to 3 weeks or more. 
Spores formed in the first smut galls 
may germinate and infect the same or 
other plants. Galls form and spores 
disseminate more or less continuously 
through the summer. The smut fungus 
overwinters as spores in crop refuse, 
manure, and possibly the soil. 
When animals eat "smutty” stalks, 
leaves, and ears, the spores remain 
alive during passage through the 
animal’s alimentary canal and are 
carried in the manure. Smut spores 
are killed by the acids in silage. 
The most effective control measure 
is 
to 
plant 
hybrids 
with 
some 
resistance. No hybrid is completely 
resistant, however, and herbicides 
may lower what resistance there is. 
Other 
measures 
are 
to 
avoid 
mechanical injuries to the plant when 
cultivating or spraying, protect the 
plants against com insects, and follow 
a well-balanced soil fertility program 
based on soil tests. In the home gar­ 
den, the number of spores can be 
reduced by removing the galls before 
they rupture. Seed treatment is not 
effective. 
Allotments 
Announced For 
1976 W heat 


A 1976-crop wheat allotment of 42,295 
acres for Pickaway County was 
recently announced by Roy Dunkle, 
Chairman of the Pickaway County 
ASCS Committee. 
An allotment of over 1*6 million 
acres has been proclaimed for Ohio, 
and 61.6 million acres is the national 
wheat allotment determined last April. 
Wheat allotments in Pickaway County 
will be increased approximately 13 per 
cent. 
The 1976 national allotment was 
computed on the basis of an estimated 
national yield of 33.1 bushels per acre 
and estimated total utilization (less 
imports) for the 1976-77 marketing 
year of 2,040 million bushels. Domestic 
use was projected at 841 million 
bushels, exports at 1,200 million 
bushels and imports at 1 million 
bushels. 
The 8.1 million-acre increase in the 
national allotment over the 53.5 
million-acre total for 1975 is primarily 
due to a substantial improvement in 
the export outlook since the 1975 
allotment was established a year ago. 
At that time, total wheat utilization for 
1975-76 was expected to be about 1,750 
million bushels (including 950 million 
for exports) whereas currently the 
estimate for 1975-76 ranges from about 
1,859 to 1,984 million bushels of which 
some 1,050 to 1,200 million bushels is 
projected for export. 
Allotments do not represent a limit 
on the amount of wheat that may be 
planted. Rather, they are used solely 
as a basis for making payments to 
growers should the market price for 
wheat fall below the established target 
price or if growers qualify for disaster 
payments. Under these two programs, 
growers are eligible for payments only 
on alloted acres.

Poison ivy 
Easily Killed 
4- H. . . People Helping People

Agriculture 
This is a good time of the year to kill 
poison ivy or poison oak in your yard 
and garden. There is just one catch. 
You have to be extremely careful that 
you don’t kiU your garden plants, 
raspberries, shrubs or vegetables such 
as tomatoes, which are very suscep­ 
tible to weed killers. 
If the ivy or poison oak is located 
where 
you 
can 
spray 
without 
damaging other plants, use of a weed 
killer such as 2,4-D will get the job 
done. Keep in mind, however, that 
even the fumes of 2,4-D drifting onto 
your tomato plants can cause them to 
go into a twisting, crazy growth. 
Another way is to prepare the 
solution and use a small amount of it in 
a plastic bottle that has a squirt-type 
top. Then pin-point the applications by 
squirting a few drops on individual ivy 
plants. Even then you may get some 
damage to other plants that are too 
close to the poison ivy.

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Common Smut Is Widespread 
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By GEO RGE HAMRICK 
County Extension Agent, 
Agriculture 
Common smut or boil smut is found 
wherever com is grown. lasses from 
common smut in the Midwest are 
highly variable, ranging from a trace 
up to 6 per cent or more in localized 
areas, and even approaching IOO per 
cent in some individual fields of sweet 
com. It is doubtful whether losses in 
grain yield exceed 2 per cent over very 
wide areas. The number, size, and 
location of smut galls on the plant 
affect the amount of yield loss. Large 
galls on or above the ear are more 
destructive than galls below the ear. 
Galls resulting from detasseling are 
usually small and generally cause 
little damage. 
The relationship between weather 
conditions and the amount and 
severity of common smut is not clear. 
Dry weather generally favors smut; 
and the disease is more prevalent in 
the western Com Belt than in the more 
humid eastern part. It is not known, 
however, if the dry, windy weather 
common 
in 
the 
western 
area 
predisposes plants to infection or 
simply provides better means for 
spread of the fungus. 
Smut is often prevalent on vigorous 
plants grown in soil that is especially 
high in organic matter and nitrogen, 
particularly if applications of barn­ 
yard manure have been heavy. 
Injuries 
due 
to 
hail, 
insects, 
detasseling, cultivation, or spraying 
increase the amount of smut. 
Smut galls are not poisonous to 
animals except as they increase the 
dust content of dry fodder. 
All aboveground parts of the plant 
are susceptible, particularly the 
young, actively growing or embryonic 
com tissue. Symptoms are easily 
recognized. Galls are first covered 
with a glistening, greenish — to 
silvery-white membrane. Except for 
galls on leaves, the interior of these 
galls soon darkens, with the mem­ 
brane rupturing to expose millions of 
greasy to powdery, sooty spores, 
known 
as 
chlamydospores 
or 
teliospores. Galls on leaves seldom 
develop beyond pea-size, becoming 
hard and dry without rupturing. Early 
infection may kill young plants, but not 
often. 
The time interval between infection 
and the formation of mature galls 
varies from I to 3 weeks or more. 
Spores formed in the first smut galls 
may germinate and infect the same or 
other plants. Galls form and spores 
disseminate more or less continuously 
through the summer. The smut fungus 
overwinters as spores in crop refuse, 
manure, and possibly the soil. 
When animals eat “ smutty” stalks, 
leaves, and ears, the spores remain 
alive during passage through the 
animal's alimentary canal and are 
carried in the manure. Smut spores 
are killed by the acids in silage. 
The most effective control measure 
is 
to 
plant 
hybrids 
with 
some 
resistance. No hybrid is completely 
resistant, however, and herbicides 
may lower what resistance there is. 
Other 
measures 
are 
to 
avoid 
mechanical injuries to the plant when 
cultivating or spraying, protect the 
plants against com insects, and follow 
a well-balanced soil fertility program 
based on soil tests. In the home gar­ 
den, the number of spores can be 
reduced by removing the galls before 
they rupture. Seed treatment is not 
effective. 
Allotments 
Announced For 
1976 W heat 


A 1976-crop wheat allotment of 42,295 
acres for Pickaw ay County was 
recently announced by Roy Dunkle, 
Chairman of the Pickaway County 
AS CS Committee. 
An allotment of over I Vi million 
acres has been proclaimed for Ohio, 
and 61.6 million acres is the national 
wheat allotment determined last April. 
Wheat allotments in Pickaway County 
will be increased approximately 13 per 
cent. 
The 1976 national allotment was 
computed on the basis of an estimated 
national yield of 33.1 bushels per acre 
and estimated total utilization (less 
imports) for the 1976-77 marketing 
year of 2,040 million bushels. Domestic 
use was projected at 841 million 
bushels, exports at 1,200 m illion 
bushels and imports at I million 
bushels. 
The 8.1 million-acre increase in the 
national allotm ent over the 53.5 
million-acre total for 1975 is prim arily 
due to a substantial improvement in 
the export outlook since the 1975 
allotment was established a year ago. 
At that time, total wheat utilization for 
1975-76 was expected to be about 1,750 
million bushels (including 950 million 
for exports) whereas currently the 
estimate for 1975-76 ranges from about 
1,859 to 1,984 million bushels of which 
some 1,050 to 1,200 million bushels is 
projected for export. 
Allotments do not represent a lim it 
on the amount of wheat that may be 
planted. Rather, they are used solely 
as a basis for making payments to 
growers should the market price for 
wheat fall below the established target 
price or if growers qualify for disaster 
payments. Under these two programs, 
growers are eligible for payments only 
on alloted acres.

Poison Ivy 
Easily Killed 
4-H...People Helping People

This is a good time of the year to kill 
poison ivy or poison oak in your yard 
and garden. There is just one catch. 
You have to be extremely careful that 
you don’t kill your garden plants, 
raspberries, shrubs or vegetables such 
as tomatoes, which are very suscep­ 
tible to weed killers. 
If the ivy or poison oak is located 
where 
you 
can 
spray 
without 
damaging other plants, use of a weed 
killer such as 2,4-D will get the job 
done. Keep in mind, however, that 
even the fumes of 2,4-D drifting onto 
your tomato plants can cause them to 
go into a twisting, crazy growth. 
Another way is to prepare the 
solution and use a small amount of it in 
a plastic bottle that has a squirt-type 
top. Then pin-point the applications by 
squirting a few drops on individual ivy 
plants. Even then you may get some 
damage to other plants that are too 
close to the poison ivy.

Hom emak ers hav e been ask ing 
really good q u estions lately , esp ecially 
those related to pick ling, p ep p ers and 
sq u ashes. The following are some 
answers many of y ou might need to 
k now. 


1 — Can y ou mak e low-salt pick les at 
home? Do I hav e to pu t so mu ch 
v inegar in the brine? Do not try to 
redu ce the basic ingredients of any 
pick le brine. The salt, v inegar and 
su gar act to k eep bacteria growth 
down. 


2 — What v inegar shou ld I u se? Use 
a high grade cider of white v inegar of 4 
to 6 p er cent acidity . The acid p er­ 
centage is on the label. Cidar v inegar 
is considered to blend v ery well in 
pick le flav ors, bu t may dark en fru it. 
White v inegar has a sharp er flav or, 
bu t help s p reserv e original color. 
3 — How do I mak e my own three- 
bean salad to can? The Ohio State 
Univ ersity does not recommend any 
recip e for su ch a salad. You r best bet 
wou ld be to can the beans sep arately 
and mak e them into a salad later. 
4 — For those of y ou mak ing dill 


pick les, three heads of dill p lant eq u al 
one tablesp oon of dill seed. A “sp rig” 
of dill is p art of a head of dill and wou ld 
p rodu ce a mild, delicate flav or. 
5 — The reason y ou are hearing 
warnings abou t canning p ep p ers is 
that an u nu su al nu mber of the nation’s 
botu lism cases last y ear inv olv ed 
canned p ep p er (not pick led in a 
brine). It y ou want to pu l u p pep p ers 
p lain, why not freeze them. If y ou want 
to can them, I may only recommend 
the recip es calling for a pick le brine 
treatment. One su ch recip e ap p ears as 
a pepper-onion relish in “ Mak ing 
Pick les and Relishes at Home.” I hav e 
sev eral others from the new Heinz 
p ick ling book , 
which 
has been 
carefu lly rev iewed and ap p rov ed by 
OSU. Please don’t ju st “can” pep p ers. 
At best, they shou ld be pick led. 
6 — If y ou hav e a Presto p ressu re 
sau cep an, y ou can order regu lators for 
5-10 pou nds p ressu re if y ou rs has only 
a 15 pou nd p ressu re control. Ten 
pou nds is needed for canning. Any one

N ew s For H o m e m a k e rs

Homemakers have been asking 
really good questions lately, especially 
those related to pickling, peppers and 
squashes. The following are some 
answers many of you might need to 
know. 


1 — Can you make low-salt pickles at 
home? Do I have to put so much 
vinegar in the brine? Do not try to 
reduce the basic ingredients of any 
pickle brine. The salt, vinegar and 
sugar act to keep bacteria growth 
down. 


2 — What vinegar should I use? Use 
a high grade cider of white vinegar of 4 
to 6 per cent acidity. The acid per­ 
centage is on the label. Cidar vinegar 
is considered to blend very well in 
pickle flavors, but may darken fruit. 
White vinegar has a sharper flavor, 
but helps preserve original color. 
3 — How do I make my own three- 
bean salad to can? The Ohio State 
University does not recommend any 
recipe for such a salad. Your best bet 
would be to can the beans separately 
and make them into a salad later. 
4 — For those of you making dill 


pickles, three heads of dill plant equal 
one tablespoon of dill seed. A “sprig” 
of dill is part of a head of dill and would 
produce a mild, delicate flavor. 
5 — The reason you are hearing 
warnings about canning peppers is 
that an unusual number of the nation’s 
botulism cases last year involved 
canned pepper (not pickled in a 
brine). It you want to put up peppers 
plain, why not freeze them. If you want 
to can them, I may only recommend 
the recipes calling for a pickle brine 
treatment. One such recipe appears as 
a pepper-onion relish in “Making 
Pickles and Relishes at Home.” I have 
several others from the new Heinz 
pickling book, which has been 
carefully reviewed and approved by 
OSU. Please don’t just “can” peppers. 
At best, they should be pickled. 
6 — If you have a Presto pressure 
saucepan, you can order regulators for 
5-10 pounds pressure if yours has only 
a 15 pound pressure control. Ten 
pounds is needed for canning. Anyone 
can order a regulator through the

Industries, Eau Claire, Wisconsin, 
54701. The new three-way regulator 
can be used to replace any dead weight 
regulator on a Presto saucepan.

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A Surprise From Levi 


The sudden broadside loosed 
by Atty. Gen. Edward H. Levi 
on the increase in crime must 
have come as a surprise to 
many of the nation s liberal 
element. 
Levi blamed the increase on

frightened 
judges, 
and 
prosecutors and police who 
are reluctant to enforce the 
law in black communities. 
The statement represents a 
sharp 
break 
with 
Levi’s 
background, which was one of 
liberal theory, so much so as to 
be labeled “pink’’ by some 
arch-conservatives. 
When Levi was first named 
to 
succeed 
tough-talking 
William Saxbe as attorney 
general, 
many

professor in Chicago. 


The verbal assault was thus 
welcome news to hard-liners, 
who have long felt coddling of

U n f o r t u n a t e l y ,

truth, the scattergun effect of 
Levi’s statement placed many 
conscientious 
judges 
and 
policemen in the same basket 
with those who indeed seem 
more concerned with the 
rights of the accused than the 
protection of the public. 


Many 
of 
the 
nation’s 
policemen, especially in the 
jungle atmosphere of the large 
cities, 
are 
finding 
the 
serpentine twists of the courts 
making it nearly impossible to 
sustain a “good arrest.” 
However, Levi was more on 
target in stating that there is 


sometimes a reluctance to 
enforce 
the 
law 
in 
black 
communities. This reluctance 
has stemmed from a lack of 
cooperation on the part of 
many 
big-city 
blacks 
in 
supporting the police. 


Enforcing the criminal law 
equally, regardless of race, 
must be a cornerstone of the 
American judicial system. In 
order to make the system 
work, everyone, regardless of 
race, must realize that the law 
remains the law, and those 
who break it must answer for 
their crimes. 


Despite painting with too 
broad a brush, 
however, 
Levi’s stand is at least a 
heartening sign of change in 
the air. Such change won’t 
come in a day, but any start is 
better 
than 
the welter of 
confusion that now exists.

The onset of labor, the prevention of 
miscarriages, the reduction of clot 
formation and even nutrition control 
are affected by these remarkable 
substances. 
One exciting report seems to in­ 
dicate that “PGs” may even reduce 
the hazards of heavy smoking and 
alcoholism. 
More than a thousand scientists 
gathered in Florence, Italy, recently to 
learn about the numerous and recently 


discovered potential roles of PGs. 
They were overwhelmed by the 
massive amount of encouraging 
current study involving prostaglan­ 
dins. 


Soon, many of the purely ex­ 
perimental studies will be translated 
to human research and treatment.

Now, with the nation’s bicentennial 
celebrations focusing on history, en­ 
thusiasm is added. Communities are 
learning from each other that 
restoration is better than urban 
renewal. 
In almost all instances a successful 
restoration improves the economy and 
environment. Real estate values rise. 
Property owners are encouraged to 
improve their homes. Jobs are 
created. 
“Almost any community could find

consultant on community develop­ 
ments. 
A theme is essential. Williamsburg 
is patriotism , Sturbridge is the 
pastoral experience just before in­ 
dustrialization, Mystic, Conn., is the 
lure of the sea.

“The file 
speaks for itself.” 
The Ohio Industrial Commission file 
shows the senator received the money 
after breaking his right ankle and 
spraining his right knee in the Senate 
parking lot Dec. 17, 1964. 
James L. Nolan, director of ad­ 
ministration for the commission, said 
it is not unusual for a 90 per cent 
permanently and partly disabled 
person to be active and working. He 
described the situation as “akin to 
receiving (court) damages for an in­ 
jury.” 
Calabrese was classified 20 per cent 
disabled in June 1967 and paid $1,960 
for the period since the injury. On Feb. 
23, 1972, he was declared 70 per cent 
disabled and awarded $4,900 in 
retroactive benefits. On Sept. 19, 1973, 
Calabrese was classified 90 per cent 
disabled and given an additional 
$2,490. 
The state paid Calabrese’s doctor 
bills in September 1970 in addition to 
the compensation awards. 
Medical recommendations sup­ 
porting Calabrese’s claims were 
prepared by Columbus physician 
Beryl M. Oser. 
Calabrese’s 70 per cent disability 
claim was paid eight days after the 
supporting documents were received. 
The order was marked “pay for­ 
thwith.” 
The 90 per cent award was paid fiv£ 
days after medical reports arrived at 
the commission.

WASHINGTON (AP) - North 
Vietnam has started shipping home 
some of the billions of dollars worth of 
U.S. weapons it captured from 
defeated South Vietnamese forces, 
Pentagon sources report. 
The sources said 25 
U.S. 
105- 
millimeter howitzers were seen 
recently in Haiphong harbor aboard a 
landing ship tank originally supplied 
by the United States to the South Viet­ 
namese navy. 
The North Vietnamese captured 
about 1,000 howitzers when the South 
Vietnamese army collapsed last 
spring, 
according 
to 
Pentagon 
estimates. 
Over-all, 
the 
Pentagon 
has 
calculated that the North Vietnamese 
got about $2 billion worth of ser­ 
viceable American-made planes, 
tanks, artillery pieces, ammunition 
and other equipment when South 
Vietnam fell. 
Another $3 billion or so in arms that 
came under North Vietnamese control 
was believed to be in unusable condi­ 
tion because of damage or lack of 
spare parts and maintenance. 
In the case of the howitzers, U.S. 
intelligence specialists say the North 
Vietnamese should be able to obtain 
ammunition and spare parts from the 
Communist Chinese, who make ar­ 
tillery very similar to the U.S. 105- 
millimeter howitzers. 
Meanwhile, Pentagon sources say 
the North Vietnamese are forming 
four new air force regiments in South 
Vietnam and equipping them with 
about 180 captured U.S. F5 jet fighters 
and A37 light bombers, as well as 
Russian-made MIG21s. 
There has been one instance since 
the fall of South Vietnam in which it 
was reported that the North Viet­ 
namese used A37 bombers in battles 


with the Communist Cambodians over 
several small disputed islands in the 
Gulf of Thailand. 
Pentagon officials said last month 
they believe the A37 s may have been 
flown 
by 
U.S.-trained pilots 
who 
served in the South Vietnamese air 
force until North Vietnam won. 
Intelligence men have been wat­ 
ching for evidence that the North 
Vietnamese may be sending some of 
the huge stock of captured small arms 
to insurgents in other Southeast Asian 
countries. 
So far, there has been one report that 
a quantity of U.S. M16 rifles were 
provided by the North Vietnamese to 
Moslem rebels fighting government 
troops in the Philippines. 
On the other hand, intelligence 
continues to receive word of holdout 
resistance by South Vietnamese 
soldiers who apparently have some 
American arms and ammunition. 
The most recent reports tell of 
remnants of the South Vietnamese 9th 
Infantry Division in Chau 
Doc 
province where they are said to be 
cooperating with members of a 
militant religious sect against the 
Communists. Previous reports have 
mentioned former South Vietnamese 
paratroopers and soldiers who once 
belonged to the 18th Infantry Division 
staging hit-and-run attacks.

WASHINGTON (AP) - North 
Vietnam has started shipping home 
some of the billions of dollars worth of 
U.S. weapons it captured from 
defeated South Vietnamese forces, 
Pentagon sources report. 
The sources said 25 U.S. 
105- 
m illim eter howitzers were seen 
recently in Haiphong harbor aboard a 
landing ship tank originally supplied 
by the United States to the South Viet­ 
namese navy. 
The North Vietnamese captured 
about 1,000 howitzers when the South 
Vietnamese arm y collapsed last 
spring, 
according 
to 
Pentagon 
estimates. 
Over-all, 
the 
Pentagon 
has 
calculated that the North Vietnamese 
got about $2 billion worth of ser­ 
viceable American-made planes, 
tanks, artillery pieces, ammunition 
and other equipment when South 
Vietnam fell. 
Another $3 billion or so in arms that 
came under North Vietnamese control 
was believed to be in unusable condi­ 
tion because of damage or lack of 
spare parts and maintenance. 
In the case of the howitzers, U.S. 
intelligence specialists say the North 
Vietnamese should be able to obtain 
ammunition and spare parts from the 
Communist Chinese, who make ar­ 
tillery very sim ilar to the U.S. 105- 
millimeter howitzers. 
Meanwhile, Pentagon sources say 
the North Vietnamese are forming 
four new air force regiments in South 
Vietnam and equipping them with 
about 180 captured U.S. F5 jet fighters 
and A37 light bombers, as well as 
Russian-made MIG21s. 
There has been one instance since 
the fall of South Vietnam in which it 
was reported that the North Viet­ 
namese used A37 bombers in battles 


with the Communist Cambodians over 
several small disputed islands in the 
Gulf of Thailand. 
Pentagon officials said last month 
they believe the A37s may have been 
flown 
by U.S.-trained pilots who 
served in the South Vietnamese air 
force until North Vietnam won. 
Intelligence men have been wat­ 
ching for evidence that the North 
Vietnamese may be sending some of 
the huge stock of captured small arms 
to insurgents in other Southeast Asian 
countries. 
So far, there has been one report that 
a quantity of U.S. M16 rifles were 
provided by the North Vietnamese to 
Moslem rebels fighting government 
troops in the Philippines. 
On the other hand, intelligence 
continues to receive word of holdout 
resistance by South Vietnamese 
soldiers who apparently have some 
American arms and ammunition. 
The most recent reports tell of 
remnants of the South Vietnamese 9th 
Infantry Division in Chau Doc 
province where they are said to be 
cooperating with members of a 
militant religious sect against the 
Communists. Previous reports have 
mentioned former South Vietnamese 
paratroopers and soldiers who once 
belonged to the 18th Infantry Division 
staging hit-and-run attacks.

A cool high pressure system over the 
southern Great Lakes will drift east 
and reach the mid atlantic coast by 
Sunday. A cold front from southern 
Canada through North Dakota and 
Montana is moving east across the 
Great Lakes. This front could bring a 
few showers to northern Ohio on 
Sunday. 


HONOLULU (A P) — Doctors say 
the Apollo astronauts will remain 
hospitalized for three more days but 
could be fully recovered within a week 
from the effects of possibly poisonous 
gas they were exposed to on their 
return from space. 
Dr. Peter Bartelloni, chief of 
medicine at Tripler Army Hospital, 
and Apollo crew surgeon Dr. Arnold 
Nicogossian said at a medical briefing 
late Friday that astronauts Thomas P. 
Stafford, Vance D. Brand and Donald 
K. Slayton should be able to make 
future space flights after their 
recovery. 
Bartelloni said no serious symptoms 
had developed since the discovery of 
lesions on Slayton’s lung. He said the 
latest X rays showed an improvement 
in the affected area in Brand’s lung. 
There was no worsening of an in­ 
filtration of fluid in the lungs of any of 
the three, he said. 
“ Their condition is stable from a 
clinical and laboratory point of view,” 
Bartelloni said. 
The 
condition, 
which 
causes 
coughing when a deep breath is taken, 
was caused by an irritating gas that 
filled the Apollo command module 
during its descent Thursday. 
Bartelloni and 
Nicogossian said 
there appeared to be no present danger 
of permanent lung damage. 


Education Bill 
V eto To Face 
O verride Bid 


WASHINGTON (A P ) - House 
Democrats are expected to mount a 
major effort to override President 
Ford’s veto of a $7.9-billion Education 
Appropriation Act. 


Rep. Daniel J. Flood, D-Pa., 
chairman 
of 
the 
Appropriation 
Committee’s education panel, said 
that of all Ford vetoes this one stands 
the best chance of being overridden by 
the House. 


Ford’s action on Friday was the 
latest in a series of vetoes of measures 
he contends are inflationary. The 
Democratic-dominated Congress has 
failed to override four earlier vetoes of 
major bills. 
However, 
the 
education 
ap­ 
propriation was passed by well over 
the two-thirds vote that would be 
needed in each chamber to override. 
The votes were 370 to 42 in the House 
and 80 to 15 in the Senate. 


“ This bill has wide appeal,” Flood 
said. 
“ The President’s action is un­ 
fortunate since it comes as a setback to 
our educational institutions, if nothing 
else, in the form of delay. Every 
university, college, secondary and ele­ 
mentary school system is affected to 
some degree, as are its students by the 
postponement of the bill’s enactment.” 
In vetoing the bill, Ford said it was 
“ too much to ask the American people 
— and our economy — to bear.” 


Ford said the issue was “ whether we 
are going to impose fiscal discipline on 
ourselves or whether we are going to 
spend ourselves into fiscal in­ 
solvency.” 
The President urged Congress to 
sustain his veto, so it would be possible 
to “ work together — as we have before 
— to achieve a reasonable com­ 
promise.”

National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration officials said the gas 
apparently came from explosive 
devices on the Apollo module, either 
pyrotechnics that shoot out parachutes 
for the descent to earth or devices that 
whip off the module’s heat shield after 
it re-enters the earth’s atmosphere. 
The doctors said the astronauts were 
in good spirits and were eating well. 
They were being given an oral steroid 
drug to reduce lung irritation, and 
more X rays, lung and blood chemistry 
tests were ordered.
